There is 110 question about the neces- 


sity there is upon civilization In gen- 
eral to demand by force if necessary 
8 recognition of its claims in China. 
Itappe.ira very evident that the old 
worn-out system called government in 
that country is not equal to the work 
required to enforce obedience by Its 
subjects to law and order. The super- 
stition* of its people are stronger than 
the law or the government whose duty 
It ia to enforce It, and as a result the 
citizens and eubjeos of civilized na- 
tions are continually subject to the 
controlling power of superstition there 
is in a half civilized people

The United States should take such 


action in China as may be required In 
connection with other nations to pro- 
tect Its citizens and Us trade interests, 


enter China to administer chastise- 
ment to a half civilized people for 
outrages committed against civiliza- 
tion. It may be a plausable argument 
when made that it is the duty of 
America to teach Chinamen a lesson in 
ethics, including the higher duty there 
is upon Chinamen to observe the 
moral code as Christians understand 
It. Taking as a premises for the argu- 
ment that America has lately been 
engaged in the business against Spain, 
and (or that cause is better prepared 
to do the work than other Christian 
nationi are prepared to do it. 


But there ia another view of tbe 


question that may be taken respecting 
an entry by America into China, which 
ia not so inviting as tbe humane aide, 
when the relations of the parties are 
taken in review, which review includes 
opposition to Bneeia in China, which 
is not a small matter or a pleasant one. 
Opposition in China to .Russia is tbe 
chestnut that Great Britain has in the 
fire, which ia its opinion Uncle Sam is 
in a fine position to pall out through 
the open door that Secretary Hay (says 
our cousins over the water) has suc- 
ceeded in opening. If there is any- 
thing that Secretary Hay has suc- 
ceeded in opening, it is a door to free 
trade in China, which one or two 
powers ou the continent of Europe 
would not agree at the request of 
England to open, which includes all 
there is in tbo opening process of 
Secretary Hay. 


The Secretary requested France and 


Germany to open the door to free 
taade in China, which these nations, at 
the request of Unola Sam, agreed to dc, 
there being no cause for jealousy by 
either 
against the United States. 


When tbe door was opened at tbe re- 
quest of the American government, 
thero should be no course taken by it 
to close the door to free trade, which 
would be a result should Uncle Sam 
go into the chestnut-pulling business 
in China. 


When the American people hove 


learned that onr cousins are diplomats 
and always have an eye single to the 
glory of England the causes will be 
better understood that are continually 
at work to care for the interests of 
Qreat Britain und the British Empire. 
It is the open door that is used at this 
time as an Inducement to lead tbe 
American government into trouble 
with Russia in China. 
When tbe 


United States sent several ships of 
war to China last winter and Eagland 
did tbe same thing about the same 
time, tbe United States acted then 
under an arrangement between the 
officers of both governments that was 
an equivalent to a treaty offensive and 
defensive between the United States 
and England. Tbe United States then 
sole3, as it was at tbe time well under- 
stood, under an arrangement whereby 
the United States should care for the 
interests of England iu China, while 
that power was engaged in tbe Boer 
war. 


At that time there was conducted al 


Washington on American soil by the 
gold power and the trusts an English 
parliament. 
Tbe 
Nicaranga 
canal 


treaty ilnco then has been bong up to 
dry and Secretary Hay has ceased to 
crawl at the 
feet of royally. The 


understanding that the Duke of Man- 
chester informed us about has ceased 
to oat ward appearances to be acted 
upon or mentioned. The Dutch aince 
that time have taken Holland and the 
Germans are helping them to hold it. 


Tbe American people bave given 


- gentlemen at Washington who hold a 


royal prerogative to debase American 
manhood through their acta at the foot 
of u throne, largely to understand that 
Anmioa and American institutions are 
good enough for them.
